rj^HIS  Catalogue  describes  a  Private  Collection  gathered 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Otto  Fukushima  for  his  wife. 
Much  of  the  Collection  has  never  been  seen  by  collectors. 
Mr.  Fukushima  has  long  been  known  as  a  connoisseur  in 
Porcelains  and  as  an  accepted  authority  in  the  whole  field 
of  Oriental  Art. 

The  attention  of  collectors  should  be  called  to  the  high 
quality  of  the  material  composing  the  special  Collections  of 
Blue-and-White,  Single  Color,  and  Decorated  Chinese  Porce- 
lains, Cabinet  Pieces,  and  other  Objects  of  Art.  Many 
of  these  are  well  identified  specimens  of  the  rarest  Porce- 
lains, of  unusual  types,  harmonious  decoration,  and  sym- 
metry of  form. 

The  fine  pieces  of  Japanese  porcelain  to  be  sold  the  first 
afternoon  are  note  worth  y  (Nos.  43,  52,  53  and  54),  as  well 
as  the  pieces  from  the  Bing  Collection  of  Paris  (Nos.  30,  262 
and  307),  Conger  (Nos.  576,  577),  Hayashi  Collection  of 
Paris  (No.  183),  and  the  pieces  illustrated  in  Gulland's 
work  on  Chinese  Porcelain  (Nos.  605,  606  and  613).  The 
Japanese  Prints  and  the  specimens  of  Lustre  and  other 
English  Pottery  are  also  unusually  good.
